Myron doesn't remember anything 
that happened on the day - he was tired. 


When he began his schooling, he found it necessary 
to play hooky; he needed the time to write good 
excuses to keep him from his classes. He thought it 
was mich more fur picking fleas off his dog and 
chasing the ducks and chickens in his. back-yard. He 
climbed one of the cherry trees one day, and just 
when he had reached the top, he lost his hold and 
went hurtling down orto one of the lower branches. 
He hung there by his pants yelling for help. Tho 
pressure of his woight on the pants, forced most of 
Myron into the part he sat on, if he had been sitting, 
consequently today - the greater part of his 150 
pounds is lodged theres 


He started to draw when he wag fiyo, using the walls in his attic to display his 
prowess. Ho wanted to be a cartoonist and draw funny pictures. At Now Utrecht
